WASHINGTON, May 2.—The absenteecs 
from to-day’s Cabinet meeting were Sec- 
retaries Gage, Long, Alger and Wilscn. 
One of the subjects of discussion was the 
circulars which were mailed to the troops 
at Manila cr‘ticising the Philippine policy 
of the Government and advising volunteers 
whose term of service ‘s about to expire 
not to-re-enlist. A member of the Cabi- 
net, in speaking of the matter, sald that 
Edward Atkinson of Boston, who is be- 
lieved to have been largely instrumental 
in the preparation and sending out of these 
e'rculars, was unquesilonably guilty of as- 
sisting an insurrection against the au- 
thority of the United States and was sub- 
ject to a term of -mprisonment or a heavy 
fine or both. The law, which, it is said 
has been violated, is section 5334 of the 
Revised Statutes, which is as follows: 

“Every person who incites, sets on font, 
assists or engages ‘n any rebellion or in- 
surrection against the - authority of che 
United States, or the laws thereof, or gives 
aid or comfort thereto, shal! 
by imprisonment not more than 10 yeas 
or by a fine of not more than $1000, or 
by both of such punishments; and, shal, 
moreover, be incapabie of ho'ding any of- 
fice under the United States.”’

SAMOA WHITES REGRET ORDERS 
OF THE POWERS. 


FOOD SUPPLY IS IN DANGER. 


Mataafa’s Men Continue Active aud 
‘Take Loot From Everybody 
cient But Germans. 


! 


WELLINGTON, N. Z., May 2.—Advices 
from Samoa indicate that the instructions 
received from the powers to cease hostili- 
ties makes the situation in the islands very 
serious, as the rebels hold the main food 
supplies and are again near the munici- 
pality of Apia. The correspondent of Reu- 
ters’ News Agency thinks it is evident that 
the home authorities have misunderstood 
the situafion in Samoa. The Germans and 
rebels are already jubilant and claim a vic- 
tory over the British and American forces. 


The correspondent says that unless the reb- 
els are made to submit the difficulties will 
remain unsolved. The white people in the 
outskirts of the city are at the mercy of 
the rebels. The American Vice Consul’s 
store at Falifa was looted last week while 
a German store adjoining it was left un- 
touched. British and American residents 
all strongly condemn the action of the 
powers in ordering a cessation of hostili- 
ties at this stage. 

Two days after the last battle at. Vailima, 
Lieut. R. A. Gaunt of the British cruiser 
Porpoise, marched his brigade into Vallima 
unopposed, and was followed by a company 
of British blue jackets under Capt. Sturdee 
and Lieut.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 2.—Democrats 
are wondering how they will raise reve- 
nue if the Governor vetoes the beer in- 
spection bill. Strange to.relate, they do 
not seem disposed to turn to franchises of 
the State for public funds. This condition 
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exists only In the Senate, the House hav- 
ingg passed two franchise taxing bills. One 
was drawn by the Attorney-General and 


introduced by Mr. Fitzgerald. The vote on 
it was 101 to land indicated the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the House in favor of 
the taxation of franchises. The other was 
drawn, it is generally suppOsed, by Judge 
Roderick E. Rombauer of St. Lou s and was 
introduced by Mr. Hall of Saline County. 

Both these bills have laid in the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary, of which Senator 
Young is chairman, more than a month. 
All efforts of their friends to resurrect 
them have failed. They have simply 
been smothered by the committee and no 
Senator has had the nerve to demand re- 
ports on them. 

The Senate seized upon the beer bill as a 
way of escape from ‘taxing the franchises 
of corporations. Early in the session there 
Was some hazy talk about the need for tax- 
ation of frarichises, but it came to noth- 
ing, and the Democrats began floundering 
about, attacking first one and then an- 
other interest, until it hit upon old Billy 
Ryder’s beer bill. At once franchises were 
dropped by the Senators and they bent all 
their energies toward passing the beer bill] 
as a revenue measure. In the meanwhile, 
the House, in addition to passing the beer 
bill, passed the two franchise taxing bills 
and sent them over to the Senate. 

It is probable that no Member who was 
for these bills doulttted that the Senate 
would pass one or the other forthwith. No 
such result followed. The bills went to the 
Committee on Judiciary, where they have 
slept since.. Many questions have been 
asked about them, but there is no response. 
The Senators depend upon the beer bill to 
raise the revenue, and are willing that the 
franchise bills shall die of inanition. 

Now the situation has changed. There is 
@ possibility—some think a _ probability— 
that the Governor will veto the 
beer bill. Having pinned their faith to 
that measure as a revenue raiser, the 
Senators find themselves in a close corner. 

n the one hand are an empty treasury 
and alk. the political ills that may flow 
from its emptiness, and on the other hand 
are the corporations, forbidding the passage 
a bill that will tax their franchise hold- 
ngs. 

Observers are wondering what the Demo- 
cratic Senators will do if the Governor 
should veto the beer bfll and thus compel 
them to face the problem they so much 
dread. They are really in quite a panic 
over it. They see their last hope of escape 
from an empty treasury or the taxation of 
franchises slipping from them. 


NO CHANCE FOR THE BILLS. 


Franchise Tax Measures in the House, 
-Too, Have Slept Too Long.

Street Car Consolidation Bill Has Few 


Opponents in the Senate.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.,. May 2.—The 
Senate late yesterday afternoon advanced 
to engrossment the street railway consoli- 
dation bill, which was sneaked into the re- 


vised chapter on street railways by the 
joint Committee on Private Corporations at 
the instigation of the attorney for St. Louis 
corporations. 

Notwithstanding that this bill is a re- 
versal of the anti-trust policy of this Leg- 
islature. 1s expressed in several. scringent 
anti-trust biils, only four Senators—none 
of them from St. Louis—have announced 
their opposiiion to the measure. These 
shed are Majcr, Dowell, Matthews and Van- 

ver. 

All the St. Louis Senators, who are most 
, Vitally interested, have kept quiet, and Sen- 
ator Drabelle took a hand in the amend- 
ment of the bill before its engrossment. 

Senator Matthews comes from St. Louts 
etna § and he opposes it, because it would 
permit the consolidation of the various lines 
running through his county and a conse- 
quent injury to.the service to the public. He 
-also opposes it ause it confers upon 


the features of the bill, and when he learned 
them, he announced his opposition. Sena- 
tor Major announced his opposition from 
the start. he balance of the Senators 
are keeping silence. 


COOK A SHORT DISTANCE MAN. 


If He Has an Eye on Office He’s Not 
Ready to Say So.

JEFFBERSON CITY, Mo., May 2.—State 
Mhairman Sam B.. Cook came to the capital 
last night. It has been currently reported 
that he would be a. candidate for Secretary 


of State. He will not yet say whether he 
will run or not, but he takes occasion to 
poke a little fun at candidattes like Dockery, 
Ball and Lesueur, who have jumped into 
the arena a year in advance. 

“T’'ll do my running next year,” says Mr.

NEWMAN ONCE FOR ECONOMY. 


Effort to Cut His Force by Repetition 
of His Own Resolution. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFPRSON CITY, Mo., May 2.—Mr. 
Organ of Dent County revived the clerical 


foree scandal this morning by offering a 
resolution which provided that the Chief 
Clerk discharge all his employes except 4 
clerks and seven pages; that the engrossing 
clerk discharge all except three clerks; 
the enrolling clerk all except seven of his 
most competent clerks; that the clerks of 
the committees on engrossed and enrolled 
bills be discharged; that the Speaker's 
stenographer be discharged and that the 
doorkeeper discharge all except 10 employes.

The sentiment against the Re- 
vision Committee developed when Mr. Pope 
offered an amendment providing for the 
retention of clerks of the Revision Com- 
mittee. Mr. Hall moved that the amend- 
ment be tabled.

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OUR ACADEMY OF SCIENCE. 


Many St. Louisans are perchance unaware that St. Louis 
has an Academy of Science... This institution was organized in 
1856, its objects being the advancement of science and the es- 
tablishment of a museum and library for the illustration and 
study of science in all its branches. The Academy holds regu- 
lar meetings and at intervals arranges for courses of popular 
fectures. 

It has a valuable library, but what was the creditable be- 
ginning of a museum was destroyed by fire in 1869. 

St. Louis ought to have a scientific or natural history mu- 
Beum. One of New York's chief attractions is the Natural 
History Museum in Central Park. Such museums are a great 
aid in the education of young and old. Many cities smaller and 
jess wealthy than St\ Louis have museums of this character. 

In the interest of popular education, the St. Louls Academy 
of Science should receive such treatment at the hands of citi- 
fens as to make it in a wider sense “our academy.” It was 
founded in the hall of the Board of Public Schools, and with 
the right support might prove a valuable adjunct to the school 
System. 
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If any man can point out any St. Louisan or any St. Louis 
interest that wil! not be benefited by the World’s Fair, he 
may plead excuse for not subscribing, but on no other condi- 
tion. 
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MONOPOLY'S MENACE TO WORKERS 


While the monopoly of industry which is being rapidly ac- 
complished.has such a profound political significance, it also 
contains a direct menace to the workers engaged in manu- 
facture. 

According to the census of 1890 there were at that time 
4,713,000 persons engaged in manufactures. This was double 
the number shown by the census of 1880. So that, at the pres- 
ent time, there are probably between 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 per- 
@ons who are engaged in manufactures. 

Under competition this vast multitude of workers has found 
employment. Will it continue to find such employment when 
‘the manufacturing industries are monopolized? If not, what 
Proportion will be retained and how many will be set adrift? 

It is a well-known fact that the trusts do not intend to re- 
tain workers for whom they “have no use,”: either because of 
clos*r organization, the installment of machinery or the sup- 
posed limitation of markets. The financial and industrial cap- 
tains “are not in business for their health.” It is fair to as- 
Sume, from past actions, that all workers who are found to be 
Unnecessary to the new order will be unscrupulously cut off. 


_ The question, then, is, how many persons, using the best ma- 


@hinery, can the trusts do the work with? 

Prof. Hertzka, a well-known Austrian statistician, made 
#omé interesting calculations a few years ago that will en- 
@bie us to answer this question. He found that it would re- 
Quire 615,000 persons, working the usual number of hours 
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the necessaries of life. 

On this basis, it would require 1,956,818, or in round num- 
bers 2,000,000 persons to supply the 70,000,000 people of the 
United States with life’s necessaries, | 

Toiallow an extra million for supplying the demands of for- 
eign markets would probably be ample. This would leave 
from 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 workers for whose services the trusts 
would “have no use.’’ : 

The fact that when Hertzka made his calculations there 
were no trusts in-Austria, his figures being based on com- 
petitive industrial conditions, only serves to make the con- 
clusion stronger. 

It will be well for the workers of the United States to 
unders{jaund the trend of monopoly and take steps to defeat 
its machinations before it is too late. 
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On account of lack of funds the Police Board has been com- 
pelled to suspend over 131 probationary patrolmien who were on 
duty. The city cannot spare a man from the police force, 
but the Republican Administration cuts off appropriations for 
the police, because the police management is Democratic. This 
is a sample of the sort of picayunish partisanship which has 
made a number of citizens, who would like to see complete 
home rule, look with favor upon the new police law. The Re- 
publican obstructionists are justifying the act of the Legis- 
lature in taking the control of police appropriations out of the 
hands of a partisan Municipal Assembly. 
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THE GERMANS AND IMPERIALISM. 


The announcement by Dr. Preetorius that the German press 
in the United States is a unit in opposition to forcible annexa- 
tion by criminal aggression, and that German-Americans are 
unanimously against imperialism, is well calculated to disturb 
the Administration clique. ; 

The German v‘ew is made very clear. ‘‘We do not propose to 
leave the Republican party,’’ says Dr. Preetorius. “But if im- 
perialism and militarism are held as tenets of its creed, then 
the Republican party will have left us.” 

Nobody will pretend to doubt Dr. Preetorius’ sterling Repub- 
licanism, or that he is a representative man authorized to 
speak for the German Republicans of the country. He goes 
to the root of the question with German thoroughness. “It is 
not Mr. McKinley who is responsible,’’ he adds, “but the men 
who surround him and dictate his action.”’ 

The prospect cf peace in the Philippines does not impair the 
importance of such utterances. The Germans object to mili- 
tarism and imperialism and they will not support a colonial 
policy based upon imperialism and force. , 

Will the syndicate at Washington heed the warning? + are 
they blind to everything but the dollar mark? They caf not 
hope to re-elect Mr. McKinley without the support of the Ger- 


}] man vote. 
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The difficulty of punishing political crimes is again seen in 
the Kentucky convention bribery case. Most of the jury were 
for conviction, but the minority held out, and the majority— 
doubtless weary of waiting—succumbed to the minority. If 
there ever should be a difference in the punishment of crime, 
political corruption ought to bring the severest penalties, but 
it escapes in nearly all cases. 
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Great efforts are being made in behalf of Capt. Carter, con- 
victed of embezzling $1,600,000 from the Government. This is 
avery pretty sum, but Carter may be saved. There are those 
who have robbed the Government of millions who have never 
even been arrested: 
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The World announces that $1,000,000,000 of New York corpor- 
ate property is to be subjected to fair-taxation. There can be 
no oppression in a fair distribution of public burdens, and we 
may eventually reach individual tax-dodgers as well as unpa- 
triotic corporations.

If the cuckoos could have their Way there would 
soon be no freedum of speech in any part of the country.

BRIDGE BUILDING BY 
ELECTRICAL MACHINERY. 


A bridge of 900 feet span, at Budapest, 
is being erected entirely by means of elec- 
trical machinery. The iron girders used as 
Piles to ‘keep the water back from the ex- 
cavations for the shore pillars were driven 
in by an electric ram, The ram was a 
hammer rising 34 feet, with a velocity of 
12 feet per second. The spoil out of the 
hole was raised by an electric windlass. 
The water was reMoved by seven centrif- 
ugal pumps working day and night. The 
56-inch diameter pumps were driven by 10- 
horse power motors, the 8-inch by 16-horse 
power and one 9-inch by a 2%-horse power 
motor.—Scientifio American.

PRESERVING WOOD. 


A new method of preserving wood from 
decay is being tried on a large scale. In- 
stead of withdrawing the sap and inject- 
ing some antiseptic substance, the wood 
is submitted to superheated air, under a 
pressure of 14 atmospheres. By this pro- 
cess the sap is chemically changed into a 
powerful antiseptic mixturé, which 
strengthens as well as preserves the wood.

NOW COMING IN. 
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Here Are Some Tried and True Recipes 
Good to Have in the House 
With Them. 


HE spring vegetables 
are coming into mar- 
ket.

ASPARAGUS) 
WITH ORBPAM.—Cut 
into small pieces @ 
bunch of asparagus

onion. Simmer gently 
for one-half hour. 
Take out the onion 
and add a thickening 
of yolk of egg and 
cream.

eran z NEW POTATOES 
AND PEAS.—boil together some_ small 
new potatoes and green peas for about 20 
minutes or one-half hour; add a good-sized 
lump of butter; make a cream gravy and 
serve. 

STRING BEANS WITH GRAVY.—Put 
some cold cooked string beans into a sauce 
pan with a little chopped parsley and 
onions fried in butter; season with Salt 
and pepper and toss over the fire for about 
10 minutes. Then put in sufficient stock 
and gravy from roasted meat to moisten, 
and cook gently for 15 minutes. Skim off 
the beans and place on a dish. Thicken 
the gravy with the roms of two or three 
eggs, put over the beans and serve very 
hot. 

CREAMED CARROTS.—Boil some tender 
young carrots until done. Cut in dice and 
make cream gravy from the water in 
which they have been boiled, milk and the 
yolks of two eggs. Put in a dish, sprinkle 
with chopped parsley and serve,

Shackelford dressed with unusual care 
Tuesday morning.

tread. Shackelford is a negro but is more 
intelligent in appearance than most of his 
race. He is light brown, has reguiar fea- 
tures and a cheerfulhface that betrays no 
fear at his approaching end. 

He took his place in front of the cell, next 
adjoining that occupied by Frank Calla- 
way, and conversed freely with the guards 
and others who visited him. 

“Oh, I don’t know, sir.’ sald Shackel- 
ford, ‘when they are to hang me. It Is not 
for me to say. And I guess nobody but 
Gov. Stephens can tell. Of course I wish 
he would give me another chance, but if he 
doesn't I will go to the scaffold like Matt 
‘Hancock did, 

“I have put my trust in the Lord and 
even if he don’t save me in this world he 
will In the next. And that is a good deal 
better anyhow.”’ 

Shackelford is under 4 
murder of George Taylor. He and Nettie 
Taylor, the murdered man's wife, were 
tried for the crime. A jury acquitted the 
woman but assessed the severest penalty 
on the man. Taylor died from the effects 
of a large quantity of arsenic administered 
in coffee.

BULLET IN HIS BACK. 


JAKE MARANI SAYS HE WAS 
ROBBED THEN SHOT. 


TELLS CONFLICTING STORIES. 


Tailor Who Was Tramping to Indian- 
apolis Wounded at Pierron, Iil., 
and Sent Back to East St. Louis. 


Jake Marani of 1227 North Tenth street 
was shot in the back at the waist line Mon- 
day night just at dusk near Pierron, II, 
by unidentified men. He is now at St. 
Mary’s Hospital, East St. Louis, with about 
an even chance to recover. 

Marani is a young Russian, who lately 
worked for Ogle, a Franklin avenue tailor. 
Monday nigtht, according to his statement, 
he set out for Indianapolis by the re 
lia, ing partly on foot, but stealing rides 
whenever coasiele. He declares, in a dazed, 
confused sort of. way, in his broken hng- 
lish, that two ae shot him and then 
robbed him of 

He p Ha he saw the men before they 
shot him, yet says they fired on him from 
behind his back, and his wound bears Out 
this statement. ‘The shooting, he declares, 
took place near Pierron, 35 miles northeast 
of St. Louis. He managed to reach Pier- 
ron late Monday night. He says a doctor 
dressed his wound and he was cared for un- 
til Tuesday morning, when the town offi- 
cials put him aboard the suburban Vandalia 
train with a ticket and sent him to East 
St. Louw!s, whore he was left at the Relay 
Depot on a truck. Dr. Fairbrother was 
asked by the Vandalia company to care for 
him, which he did. He accompanied the 
wounded man first to the Fast St. Louls 
Police Station, where Marani made his 
statement to Sergt. Walsh, and thence to 
the hospital, where he redressed the wound 
and turned the case over to the county au- 
thorities. 

In his statement to the police Maran! said 

that two men stopped him, took $2 from 
him, and then shot ‘him. He fell by the 
side of the track, where he lay umtil he 
was sufficientiy recovered to walk into Pi-cr- 
ron. He said one man was about # years 
old, 6 feet tall; the other, 2t years old, 5 
feet 6 inches tall. They wore slouch hats 
and shabby clothes. lie could not say 
which one shot him. 
None of the statements made by Marani 
to the police, the doctors or the reporters 
corresponds very closely, and the anthorl- 
ties are inclined to doubt all of them. They 
think that Marani was stealing a ride, was 
ut off the train, resisted and was shot for 
is pains. He admitted In one statement 
that he showed fight when attacked. | 


THE ANNUAL POLICE BENEFIT. 


Relief Association Needs Money Baa- 
ly and Will Give a Good Show in 
Hope of Getting It. 


The annual benefit entertainment of the 
St. Loris Police Relief Association ‘will 
take place at Forest Park Highlands during 
the week, commencing May 14. The show 
will be vaudeville and a number of novel- 
ties are promised. It will be, as usual, un- 
der the personal direction of Col. J. D. Hop- 
kins, and be given every afternoon and 
evening for seven days, including Sunday. 
Great hopes are put in this year’s enter- 
tainment. for the Relief Association is in 
sore straits. Between the failure of the 
State to appropriate money wherewith to 
pay witness fees, a portion of which goes 
to the association, and a defaulting treas- 
urer hardly sufficient is left to pay the 
running expenses, let alone the pensions of 
veterans. These amount to no inconsider- 
able amount, for there ure 58 retired police- 
men on the rolls, each of whom draws $20 
per month. Most are dependent upon their 
pensions. 

In addition to the pensions, sick and death 
benefits are paid by the relief. Revenue is 
derived from dues paid by the 5° members, 
each of whom contributes $1 per month. 
Formerly only 3 cents was paid, but stress 
of circumstances necessitated the increa<» 
of dues. All of the warrants for witn. @ 
fees received by policemen are turned ov.. 
to the assoviation. 

The St. Louis Police Reilef Association is 
incorporated. The present officers are: 
John Hays, president; Harry Dorsey, vice- 
president; Capt. George McNamee, secre- 
tary; Robert McCormack,
